Wheat is a little heavier than 
corn so that bushel for bushel wheat 
at the same price is cheaper than 
corn. Because of this weight differ- 
ence wheat is worth about 7 per cent 
more than corn, or when corn is pr 
rd at J100 per bushel, wheat is worth 
about 51.07 per bushel for feeding 
dairy cows. Keeping this same ra-; 
tion in mind it will not be difficult 
for the farmer to figure out which is 
cheaper to buy.
